A Namber of Small Dealers Interviewed—What 
‘They Think of the Situation—A 

Grave Problem all Along 

| the Line. 


The city is at last practically without 
coal. This necessary commodity has been 
very scarce for several months past, and the 
price has gradually crept up from $16 to $25 
‘per ton, which was the price when the sup- 
ply ran out. Walter S. Maxwell closed 
doors day before yesterday, except in 
urgent cases or where he had 
and when this was done the market virtually 
closed. There has been a vast amount of 
kicking. and complaints, loud and long, are 
heard on every side. ‘The poor man is as 
susceptible. to cold as his wealthier brother, 
but with the price at #25 his consumption of 
coal is of necessity exceedingly limited, 
and kicking does not keep him warm, 
although he manages to extract a little sat- 
isfaction. from this source. sorts of 
rumors have been afloat. to the effect 
that there was an understanding between 
the wholesale dealers and the raliroads 
to keep up the corner, while others said 
that there was plenty of coal in the city, 
but that the dealers were holding it back 
for still higher prices. It was said that there 
were 16 carloads on a sidetrack, near the 
hospital, which could be put on the market 
at once, if the wholesale men wanted to do 
the fairthing; and another retail man said 
he, in company with other dealers, had 
counted at least 25 carloads in one of the 
yardsin the city. Be that as it may, the 
situation is serious enough,in whatever 
light it is viewed, and the prospect of cheap 
fuelinanything like the near future is 
anything but encouraging. In order to 
learn the exact state of affairs, as they now 
exist, a Times reporter was yesterday de- 
tailed to interview the retail men, as well 
as the wholesale dealers, and see what they 
had to say for themselves. .

Coroner Meredith held an inquest yester- 
day afternoon on the body of Rebert Turn- 
bull, the old Scotchman found dead in the 
river bed Thursday evening, at which time 
there were several sensational develop- 
ments which raise grave suspicions of foul 
play, if they do not lead conclusiveiy to the 
theory that the old man was murdered, 
either on the night he left home, or that 
death resulted from the effects of injuries 
received while in jail. At least enough 
doubt has been raised to call for the fullest 
investigaticn on the part of the authorities, 
and ne effort should be spared to settle be- 
yond all question what at present looks like 
a very mysterious case.

The inmates of the house were aroused, 
and, as Mr. Van Nuys imagined that the 
fire could be controlled without the aid of 
the fire. department, an alarm was not 
turned in at once. Attempts were made to 
extinguish the flames, but it was discovered 
that the entire north side was on fire, and, 
without further delay, an alarm was serit 
in to the fire departinent. 

When. the department arrived the 
flames had made such headway that it a 
peared fnevitable that the beautiful 
structure was doomed. ‘The fire had socon- 
sumed tlie inside of the house that the in- 
mates, thinking that its ravages would be 
confined to the one portion of the building, 
took refuge in the southern apartments.

Below all the 
furniture was destroyed with the exception 
of a parlor set and an upright piano. 

The rooms, both upstairs,and down, are a 
total wreck, aud what escaped the flames 
was ruined by the deluge of water that 
flooded the house to a depth of several feet. 
The house is a wreck, and not even the 
walls can be utilized should Mr. Van Nuys 
decide to rebuild on the same site.
